with —as of la te —so many harmless 
tickets in the field even as a revolution 
it is becoming a farce, for there is no 
such disturbing element as to charac­ 
ter ize it even as a disturbance.

T he prim > requisite of successful 
spra y ing of fruit trees or trees of any 
kind wniah a re of 
any considerable 
aize Is a strong force pump. 
All the 
working parts, Including valves, pl un g ­ 
ing rod and cy linder, should be m ade 
of m a te ria l, such as brass, t ha t acids 
will not destroy . A good outfit includes 
a copper strainer, a ten-foot pole cop­ 
per or brass lined, 
fifteen or 
twenty 
feet of half-inch hose, a nozz le, double 
verm o ral recom mended, and a t a n k —a 
50-gailon ba rre l will answ er the pur ­ 
p l e . 
T he pum p Is not com plete unless 
provided with somekind of an

m atic etiring a t t a c hm e n t . 
Before the a d va n c e in the price of 
copper this outfit could have been hot 
for about $16.

Nelson to Have 
Big 
Round House 


One of the Norihwestern’s employes 
at Nelson who is in a position to know 
said that the new roundhouse which 
was going .to be built would contain 
room for twelve engines. 
This being 
true, it certainly means that there will 
be good train service on 
the 
now 
branch and that Nelson will 
be the 
terminal, trains on the branch route 
connecting with the trains on the main 
line. 
1 he employes of the company 
at Nelson are watching the new road 
and the changing of the site of the 
station with a great deal of 
interest 
as it will mean a promotion for nearly 
all of them. 
More men will be needed 
and the old men will naturally go to 
the head of the list. 
It is understood 
that ¡station Agent Donichy will come 
under the effect of the new pension sys 
tern recently adopted by the North 
western and will be retired in a year 
on a pension. 
The company is daily 
unloading material at the station for 
the new line and everything points to 
a rapid completion of the work after it 
is begun. 


The corps of engineers who have 
been running three lines between N el­ 
son and Peoria for the new extension 
of the Northwestern li 
have com­ 
pleted their work and nothing further 
will be done by them until the chief 
engineer arrives from Chicago and se­ 
lects the survey which he thinks most 
suitable. 
The surveying gangs will 
then stake the route chosen to serve as 
guides to the contractsrs who do the 
gracing, 
ft is the intention to begin 
grading immediately, 
but since the 
ground is fro/en, the work will proba­ 
bly be postponed until the weather 
breaks in thespricg. 
I he farmers along the county line of 
Lee and Whiteside, 
between Nelson 
and Leon, are making a “ holler” about 
the way the new road is to be built 
Indications are tbat the road is to cross 
the county line diagonally, 
if this 
is 
the case the land will be badly cut up 
near where the road is to cross the 
i line. 
A t the crossing there will be a 
j strip on two of the farms five rods wide 
at one end and coming to a point at the 
j Oi her. 
7L he farms next to these will 
I have a strip cut off live rods wide at 
one end and twenty-five rods wide 
at 
the other, etc., etc 
rI he 
farmers 
claim that these narrow strips will be 
practically worthless 
to them, and 
they are in hopes that the railroad 
company will purchase them 
along 
with the right of way. 


A loc»i hunter of long experience in 
various parts of the country offers the 
following suggestion for perpetuating 
the quails and other game birds of 
Illinois. 
Speaking of the piece which 
appeared in Wednesday’s issue of the 
Standard regarding the expiration of 
toe open season for quail shooting, he 
said: 
“ W h ile I am pleased to see an 
interest taken in the matter of quail 
shooting. I would be glad to see more 
interest taken in the matter. 
It is not 
so much the guns that lessen the num­ 
ber of quail as it is the neglect of the 
hunters in taking care of these birds 
and [[protecting 
them 
from 
the 
hawks, weasels, minks, skunks and 
other animals that feed 
upon 
them. 
If the sportsmen would trap a large 
number oi those birds and protect them 
thru the winter, releasing them in the 
spring, the quail would more than 
double in Illinois in one year's time. 
I 
kuow this from experience, as it j« 
customary (or used to be customary) in 
the eastern otates to protect these birds 
:n that way. 1 hope that the gun clubs 
of this city and of other cities will look 
into this matter and take more ioterest 
in protecting the quail 
for 
future 
sport ” 


The gentleman states that there was 
no law that prohibited the trapping of 
the quails with the idea of protecting 
them thru the winter and releasing 
them in the sprikg, as the game laws 
are made for the purpose of preventing 
the annihilation of the game birds in 
the state, and this is one of the best 
ways to guard against such a fate.— 
Sterling Standard.
